The statement of Sheriff Hanchett con- 
cerning the agreement between the striking 
switchmen of the Michigan Southern and 
himself would, if not contradicted, place the 
responsibility for the present strike on the 
officers of the company. 

The Sheriff asserts that he had a consulta- 
tion with Mr. Newell the day before making 
the agreement in which the latter expressed 
great anxiety to have the strike settled with- 
out compromising the dignity of the com- 
„ pany.“ Accordingly, the Sheriff says, he 
submitted his proposition that employment 
be found elsewhere for the eight objectiona- 
ble non-union men, and Mr. Newell assented | 
to the compromise. As nearly as we can in- 
terpret the fine-spun distinctions made by 
Mr. Newell in his. statement elsewhere 
printed this morning, he did not agrée to 
have the objectionable switchmen withdrawn 
without their own consent, but he did con- 
vey the idea that they would ultimately be 
given employment elsewhere if they would 
go voluntarily. The degree of volition that a 
switchman would probably exercise as to go- 
ing or staying if the company had any wishes 
in the premises may be imagined better than 
described. A statementof the Sheriff’s prop- 
osition was made in writing on the demand 
of the strikers, who thereupon returned to 
work. Tuls statement was published two 
months ago, but was practically denied at the 
time.

The Union League Club has made a timely 
declaration in favor of changing the statutes 
so that the selection of jurors shall be put in 
the hands of a non-partisan commission of 
three persons appointed by the court. The 
need for reform is demonstrated by the out- 
rageous proceedings now being enacted in 
Judge Gary’s court, where dozens of men 
commit perjury daily, swearing themselves 
out of the jury-box and shirking the per- 
formance of an important public duty. 
In other cases before now juries have been 
packed with loafers and ignoramuses, so that 
the service has been debased in public esti- 
mation and is shunned by the very class of 
men that ought. to serve. Not excusing or 
apologizing for men who show themselves 
faithless to the obligations of citizenship, 
Tue TRIBUNE insists that the evil can be 
cured only by reforming the entire system of 
selecting jurors and raising the service in 
public esteem. | 

To put the selection of. juries in the hands 
of local political boards is demoralizing and 
corrupting. County Commissioners always 
have enemies to punish and friends to reward ; 
they are frequently disposed to curry favor 
with the criminal class, and often eager to 
pack juries to screen their dwn misconduct. 
Under the most favorable : circumstances 
local partisan boards will use their power 
in selecting jurors to reward their favorits 
and furnish employment for many persons 
unfit to serve. As was said by Judge 
Hawes in the discussion at the Union. League 
Club, this system inevitably results in gath- 
ering into the jury-box the intellectually 
halt, blind, and lame, The only method 
of dealing with this practice is to re- 
form it altogether” and adopt the plan 
which prevails in the United States courts, 
where jurors are selected by Commissioners. 
The Commissioners should act in secret and 
unanimous action be required on every name 
drawn. Every juror should be subject to 
examination in open court by the Judge 
himself. The Commissioners should be ap- 
pointed by the court from both political 
parties, rigidly excluding all officeholders. 
While juries are improved in character, 
something should be done'to dispense with 
their services, except in important cases, by 
inducing parties to submit: ordinary civil 
causes to the court. The party demanding 
the jury in civil cases should pay something 
for it. The reform demanded can be secured 
only by selecting better jurymen ud lessen- 
ing the burden of the service on citizens by 
calling juries less frequently. 

There is especial need of improvement in 
the character of the grand juries, which are 
now often chosen to prevent prosecutions 
under the Dramshop act or to defeat the ends 
of justice in other ways. The system of 
selectiop by Jury Commissioners would not 
be effectual for the purposes of reform if it 
did not result in better grand —

As the procession passed the Catboiic societies 
on guard fell into line, and it was with difficulty 
that the people were prevented from blocking 
the way to the church. 

As the procession neared the portico of the 
church the jubilant notes of the organ rose 
bigher and higher, thrilling the spectators with 
entbusiasm in anticipation of the great bonor 
which was about to be conferred upon their 
Archbishop. Up the broad granit stairs, through 
the main doorway into the church, the pro- 
cession passed while the organ burst forth into 
a grand triumphal march, the tones of which 
swept throughout the edifice and even into the 
streets. The lotg-surpliced acolytes who 
carried the trains of the Bishops, fell back 
and turned to the right and the ieft as the 
sanctuary was reached, while tne prelates 
themselves marched on to the tiers erected on

each side of the altar for their accommodation. 
With their rich vestments and highly-wrought 
copes they seemed fairly ablaze with gleaming 
light as the rays touched the rich bullion of 
their robes and struck here and there a gem 
from one of the Episcopal rings. 

The Cardinal was the last to enter the sanctu- 
ary and he moved slowly to his throne, sccom- 
panied by his deacons of honor. Archbishop 
Kenrick, us the Pope's representative, bad a 
special throne directly opposit that of the Car- 
dinal, where be sat until the end of the mass. 
By his side sat Father Foley, wno acted as his 
secretary. Count Muccioli, the noble guard, 
took his place to the right of Mgr.

The 
music bv the choir of 100 voices was mag nifi- 
cent. Immediately after the first Gospel 
Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia ascended the 
pulpit and made an address. , i 

Immediately after the last Gospel Archbishop 
Williams and bis assistants withdrew to the 
sacristry, leaving the sanctuary free for the 
crowning ceremony of the occasion. Before 
this was begun, however, the Archbishop of 
Boston returned robed in his purple rochet 
and cape, and took a seat on the epistie side 
next to Arehbishop Feehan of Chicago acctord- 
ing to his rank of seniority among the higher 
prelates. Meanwhile Archbisbop Keorick, with 
the assistance of the Rev. Thomas S. Lee, reo- 
tor of the vathedral, and Father Foley, was 
vested with a mice, stole, cape. and mitre, 
in order to perform his obligation to the 
Pope. A few minutes after the mass had been 
finisbed he moved slowly to the predeila or 
platform of the altar and occupied a chair 


‘placed there especially for him. His secre- 


taries stood beside him. 

When Mgr. Straniero was informed that 
everything was in readiness be removed the 
scarlet cape which covered the -red beretta 
and papal documents and delivered to the 
apostolic delegate the beretta on a silver 
waiter, which was ordered to be placed oa the 
altat table while the brief was being read. 
Then the Monsignor sent to the altar, through 
his secretary, the brief of delegation. Dr. 
Foley read it. , 

When Mons. Straniero finished speaking the 
Cardinal and his assistant priesis or deacons 
ot honor left the episcopal throne and ad- 
vanced towards the altar. At the base of the 
plattorm he made a genufiection and then 
slowly mounted the steps, followed by his at- 
tendants, all of whom knelt with him beiore 
the apostolic delegate, With a snort ejacula- 
tion the venerable Archbisbop of St. Louis 
placed the beretta up In bis head, which for the 
first time gave bim the full title of Cardinal 
and made tim a member of the Executive 
Body of the Catholic Church throughout the 
world. After the reception of the hat, the 
Cardinal continued to k«neel while the cboir 
cbanted the “Oremus pro pontifice; nostro 
Leone” (Let us pray for our Holy Father Leo). 


| Then be arose and made his address from the 


platform of the altar. The Cardinal then 
destended from the platform, and pre- 
ceded by the master of ceremonies and 
bis attending priests left the sanctuary to 
change his Archiepiscopal vestments for the 


colors of the Sacred College. Archbishop Ken- 


rick then addressed the Monsignor. 

When Cardinal Gibbons returned, robed in 
the vestments of bis new office, be resumed 
the throne. The train of the Cardinal's robe, 
measuring fifteen feet, was carried by three 
acolytes. The Te Deum having been intoned by 
the choir, the Cardinal, after singing the prayer 
of thanksgiving, ascended to the altar and 
blessed ali present. This concluded the solemn 
ceremony.

CARDINAL GIBBONS’ RESIDENCE. 


from Wasbington, which beaded the proces- 
sion of Catholic societies tonight. 
Biographical Sketch of the New Cardinal. 

His Eminence Cardinal James Gibbons, Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore and Primate of the Ameri- 
ican Church, was born of Irish parentage in the 
‘City of Baltimore, July 23, 1834, and is conse- 
quently 52 years of age. Ata very early age 
ihe was taken to Ireland by his father, where 
ne received the rudiments of an education and 
(training destined afterwards to elevate him to 
his present eminent position. Returning to 
his native land a few years later, he conciuded 
bis studies under the care of the Sulpicians at 
St. Charles’ College and st. Mary’s Seminary, 
graduating with bonor at that institution in 
the year 1857, having pursued a thorough 
course of theology and philosophy. 
which concluded with bis ordination 
as priest at St. Mary’s at the hands 
of che late Archbisnop Kenrick, June 30, 1861. 
Shortly after this be was made assistant to the 
late Rev. James Dolan, rector of St. Patrick's 
Church. on Broadway, where he discharged 
the duties of bis position with such perfect 
suavity of manner that he at once established 
for himself a glowing reputation among bis 
parishioners. The same feeling of regard was 
entertained for bim by the congregation of St. 
Bridget's at Canton, to which church be was 
afterwards transferred. Later by a few years 
Archbishop Spalding, then the head of the 
American Church. chose the young pastor as a 
member of his household by making bim his 
private secretary. a marked recognition of 
merit. Sunday, Aug. 16. 1868. an important 
event took piace in Cardinal Gibbons’ career, 
it being the occasion of bis consecration by 
Dr. Spalding in the Cathedral as Bishop of 
Adramyttium in partibus infidelium and 
Vicar Apostolic; of North Carolina. Atter 
tour years of ceaseless efforts in this 
position a vacancy was created in tune 
See of Richmond by the death of the Rt.-Rev. 
Bishop McGill, by which he was transferred 
and installed by Archbishop Bayley Oct. 20, 
1872. His stay in Richmond was characterized 
by many noble efforts for the improvement of 
all grades. Within a very brief period several 
new churches were erected, and in five yéars 
he had tounded and placed in successful op- 
eration the splendid institution known as St. 
Peter's Catholic Male Academy, a parochial 
school; St. Sophia’s Home for the Aged, in 
charge of the Little Sisters of the Poor, the 
late William Caldwell ham donated the 
house for that purpose: St. Joseph's Female 
Orphan Asylum was enlarged; a fine parochial 
school for bons and girls instituted at Peters- 
burg, Va., and one also at Portsmouth for girls 
only. When Archbishop Bayley: found his 
health declining be sought from Rome the ap- 
poiniment of a coadjutor, and in compliance 
with the desire of the dying prelate Bishop 
Gibbons was appointed to the office, with the 
richt of succession to Archbishop Ba; ley, May 
20, 1877. 

He was appointed to this see Oct. 8. 1877. 
Since his residence in Baltimore, though but 
nine years have elapsed, they have been made 
noteworthy by much executive energy and an 
accurate perception of the wants of the church. 
As an instance may be referred to the secur- 
ing of an eligible site for the erection of a 
church at the intersection of East Monument 
and Washington streets, also the purchase of 
the building corner of Higb and Low streets as 
a branch of St. Mary's Industrial School, 
known as St. James’ Home for Boys. His 
short but comprehensive work, “ The Faith of 
Our Fathers,“ like the great work ot Müllner. 
has called forth several reples from the Prot- 
estant side. No Catholic work ever written in 
the United States bas received so wide a circu- 
lation, 50,000 cdpies having been sold in the 
first thirteen months after publication. 
For subtle, keen analysis, terse sentence, and 
vigorous language this work is particularily in- 
teresting and readable, as setting forth the 
doctrines of the Catholic Church. and stands as 
the American apology for Catholicity in the 
nineteenth century. His Eminence’s personal 
appearance is somewhat esthetic, being rather 
tall and willowy, of a fine carriage, and very 
noticeable.

He 
is a great favorit with Haitimoreans, 
as well as with others elsewhere, and 
bis friends are not all, by any means, confined 
to bis own faith, but rather embrace some of 
all denominations. He is easily recognized on 
the street. Besides his esthetic appearance, 
he generally wears & preoccupied air; but 
ebancing to recognize à friend or acquaint- 
ance, bis face instantly assumes an expression 
of interest, pleasure, and attention. His eyes 
are bright ana kindly, and gil bis features are 
regular, giving him a strong cast of counte.

called because they are the pivots around 
whioh revolve the portals of Christian Rome. 
The title, however, as it is understood, did not 
appear in bistory until the fourth century, al- 
though Eugenius IV. afterwards deolared that 
the office of Cardinal was probably instituted 
by St. Peter and bis immediate successors. 
The name of the Sacred College is applied to 
the whole united body ot Cardinals, who are 
the Princes of the*Roman Court, Privy Coun- 
cilors of the Sovereign Pontiff, his chief 
coadjutors during life, and at his death they 
take into their bands the reins of ecclesiastical 
government, 

The Cardinals are, after the Pope, the first dig- 
nitaries of the hierarchy, being superior to 
the Patriarchs, Primates, Archbishops, and 


Bishops, because they are the advisers and in- 


timate counselors of his Holiness. On account 
ol their exalted position titles of the bighest 
order are given to the Cardinals. Thus they 
are called sons of the first grade, spiritual fa- 
thers, counselors, consultors, and advisers of 
the Pope—princes of the church. The proper 
title, however, instituted for them by Urban 
VIII. in 1630 is that of *‘eminence.”” Previous 
to that they were usually addressed as most 
reverend ” or most illustrious.” : 


Virtues of the Cardinalate. 


One can form an idea of what was required 
from a loyal member of the Sacred College from 
the famous allocution of Pius II., pronounced 
in the Cathedral of Sienna in 1640. He said: 


My sons, you have just received the most ex- 
alted dignity on earth. Called to the Sacred 
ollege, you will be, with us, the arbitrators of 
eearth. You will have to dis h between 
cause and cause, between blood and blood. Suc- 
cessors of the Apostles, you will be seated with 
on the Papal throne.

Con- 
therefore, in your ‘hearts what 
minds, what genius, what integrity are 
needed to fill this dignity; humility, not pride;

vice, is what this honor exacts. If you have 
hitherto been 1 vigilant, vou must more 
now than ever. If you have n nerous, be 
doubly so now. ive alms abundantly, and, 
above all things, help and feed the poor. If you 
have been abstemious, be so still, and even more 
so than ever. Drive from your souls all trace of 
cruelty and arrogance. May the holy books be 
constantly in your hands, both day and night. 
Either learn something, or teach others, and do 
such work that your light may shine forth before 
the whole world. In fine, be such as you wished 
the Cardinals to be before you yourselves were 
elevated to that high rank. 
The Different Orders of Cardinals. 
There are three orders of Cardinais—Bisbops, 
priests. and deacons. The Cardinal Bishops 
were formerly seven in number, and had 
charge of the Sees of Ostea, Porto, St. Rufina, 
Albano, Sabina, Frascati, and Palestrina, which 
are in the immediate vicinity of Rome. In 
1150 the two first were upited, and since then 
there bave been but éix Cardinai Bishops. 
Cardinal Howard, so ‘well known ww all 
American visitors to Rome for bis commanding 
figure and polished manners, is Bishop of Fras-

The color of the Cardinal’s dress, as is well 
known, js red or vivid scarlet, uniess he be- 
longs to a religious order, in which case the 
color of bis habit is retained, but be adopts the 
same form of dress as the other Cardinals. 
Cardinal Ostien says that the scarlet robes of 
the Cardinals are worn fora remembrance of 
the passion of the primal legislator of Cat ho-

but their civil costume consists of a long, 
black robe, with scarlet button-boles, a black 
silk cloak. edged with red, and a biack beretta 
with a red edging and tassels.

The bat is round 
in form. with a low crown and wide 
brim, trom the inside of which bang 
fifteen tassels, attached in a _ triangle 
form, one to five; or, in other words, it 
may be said to resembie in form an old-fash-. 
joned peasant’s sun hat, with a broad, flat 
brim, having on either side of it a number of 
tassels netted together with silk cord. The 
bat is now used but twice—once when the Car- 
dinal receives it in consistory, and next when 
it rests on the catafaigue at his obsequies. It 
is then suspended from the ceiling of the chap- 
el or aisle of the church in which be may be 
buried. Cardinals have not infrequently been 
called upon to carry into execution the resolu- 
lutions they make upon the reception of the 
hat. So in 1219 Frederick IL. upon his return 
from Rome, where he had been crowned with 
great pomp by Pope Honorius, ordered the 
execution of several Cardinals for speaking 
out too boldly in defense of ecclesiastical priv- 
lleges. It was in commemoranon of the vi- 
lent deaths of these men that Innocent IV. 
granted the privilege of wearing the red hat. 
The Red Beretta. 
The beretta. a quasi diminutive of the Latin 
birrus, a cap or hood, is a square cap with 


three corners or prominencés rising from ita 


crown and baving for the most part a tassel 
depending. 
generally supposed to have been soon after 

ninth century, it bad none of these corners, 
but was pliant ana plain, something like an 
ordinary cap. The difficulty, however, of 
putting iton and taking it off the head was 
sometimes very great, and hence it was deemed 
advisable to bave it so fashioned that it could 
be used without trouble. This led to the 
introduction of the three corners, which are 
symbolic’of the Trinity. A Cardinal's beretta 
is red and generally made of silk. Cardinals

An address or allocution 
is then made by the Pope to those present on 
some topie agitating the religious world, and 
he ends by givirg his reasons for the eicvating 
of new members to the purple. He declares, 
however, that he does not desire to introduce 
into tneir ranks those who would in any way 
be obnoxious to the Sacred College, and he ac- 
cordingly solicits information from them on 
the subjects by the now perfunctory formula,

A PLEA FOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


“Dr. De Costa Condemns All Men—A Woman 


Stands Up for Them and Is Called a Slave. 

New york Tribune: * Femak Suffrage in Its 
Relation to Moral Issues” was the theme 
chosen by the Rev. Dr. B. F. De Costa for bis 
discourse at the Cnurch of St. John the Evan- 
gelist Sunday morning. The text Every wise 
woman buildeth her house” was the basis of the 


argument. Dr. De Costa placed bimself on 


record as being one of thrée ministers iu the 
Protestant Episcopal Church who have public- 


‘ly avowed themselves to be in favor of 


woman's suffrage. The others are the Rev. 
Phillips Brooks and the late Dr. Muiford. In 
his remarks yesterday Dr. De Costa expressed 
the utmost contempt for men in general and 
hurled most of the choice invectives in the 
He said in sub- 
stance: a 

Rvery class of society must be prepared to 
protect itself. Herbert Spencer’s statement of 
fact has n quoted as though it were a new 
discovery, but it is recognized distinctly by the 
autbor of Proverbs. The women, however, 
look to others to build them houses. But if 
women do not protect themselves they 
never will be protected. The protected 
class is an enalaved and plundered class. 
Protection does not protect. Every class 
must. be prepared to fight its own battle. 
We are now on the eve of another reformation 
—a moral reformation, in contrast to the ro- 
ligious reformation ef the sixteenth century, 
It can hardly be described as a cierical move- 
ment. It is rathera movement of the laity, 
many of whom are disgusted with the finical 
notions ot the clergymen. The trade in women 
and giris has taken on Jarge proportions while 
propositions to license vicv and char- 
ter contagious disease societies are 
pushed with an \ assurance and 
hardibood that astound the moral sense. The 
Legislatures are gravely asked to approve the 
foulest shame. Shop windows are now 6 dis- 
grace to civilization. Women, who form the 
majornty and represent the best moral sent, 
ment, are denied the bailot, while the vilest 
wretch on the face of the earth may take a 
part in snaping the public policy.\ Women may 
be taxed and assessed, but they bave no voice 
in deciding the method of taxation.“ | 

Passing over the standard argu medts urged in 
opposition to the franchise, the speaker urged 
the moral issue in justification of the plea ior 
moral suffrage. Continuing he said: Har- 
ing demonstrated the social evil to be a vice, 
the next step will be to crush out the vice, 
Men gay it is impossible. How canthis 'skue be 
met while the majority of the moral sentiment 
is deprived of the ballot? Of course we cagnot 
reform society by statute law, but legislation 
can take.away the present support given\to 
vice and crime and allow moral and spirituw 
ideas fair opportunity to act. We cannot ac- 
complish this until woman is empowered with 
the franchise. Give pure, intelligent, and 
virtuous woman a ballot and she will pea 
power. Today our best meh, surveying the 
situation, ask bow it is possible to follow poll- 
tics and still be honest. To solve the problem 
you must give the most mora! part of the com- 
munity a full voice in public affairs.” 

After the services a woman of the congrega- 
tion approached Dr. De Costa with the sugges- 
tion that his remarks about men had been 
rather hbareh. Tou are a slave,“ sau the 
rector vehemently. Slavery has been in- 
stilled into you until you cannot believe in lib- 
erty. l hate und despise men for their stand 
on this question.” 


QUEEN ISABELLA’S BULLFINCH. 


The Fate of Marfori, the Spanish Court 
Singer, a Mystery. 

Paris Lecter to London’ Truth: I met last 
week, suite accidentally; a schoolfellow of 
Marfori and had some conversation about that 
ill-used person. Marfori was, even when quite 
young, what the French call a boule de 
graisse. Although of the race to which 
the young Mortara belonged, he was 
early recruited for the -tenorini of the 
Sistine Chapel. But, of a rovimg disposition. 
he preferred being a courier, and as such trav- 
eled over Europe and finally went to Spain in 
the service of some foreign diplomatist. He 
had relatives at Madrid who were rich and en- 
terprising and had their reasons for trying to 
make Prim, who was then io high favor, quar- 
rei with bie sovereign. One of them got a lady 
of Queen Isabeila's household to obtain for the 
Italian permission %o sing before ber. She was 
charmed with his voice, and, as he was a good- 
tempered, tiexible soul, free from touchiness 
and baving no regard for his honor, she engaged 
him to be a kind of domestic song-bird, and 
gave him a function in ‘the royal household. 
Her busband—one of the sourest-tempered 
manikins that ever lived—was never able 
to pick a quarrel with Marfori. The latter. 
baving a talent for buffoonery, used, be- 
bind Don Francisco's back, to throw the Queen, 
royal children, Serrano, and the courtiers 
in close attendance on Isabella into fits of 
laughter by taking off her husband in their 
presence. There was peace in the royal house- 
bold from the time he became the Queen's bull- 
Unch—the name given him by Serrano. He 
greatiy aided in bringing out the native 
capacity for music of the young Infantas, and 
was devoted to Alfonso, who was like a sickly 
plant, with a physical disposition to wilt. Marfori 
must have been quite unprepared for the way 
the King and Comtesse Girgenti acted towards 
him, when, after the throne was set up again 
at the Palacio Real, he went back to Spain un 
some private business. He was seized and, 
without any form of trial, burried on board a 
war ship and sent to one of the Philippine 
Islands, What became of him there nobody 
knows, but his family are trying to make the 
Itallan Government ascertain his fate, and, if 
he is alive, obtain redress for his wrongs. 
Marfori, never having relinquisbed bis Italian 
nationality, was not under the finger and 
thumb of Don Alfonso and his agents. He 
only owed the Spanish Government local al- 
legiance, and as there is no law forbidding an 
ex-courier to be Queen Isabella’s bullünch, or 
starling, or any other kind of male song-bird, 
itis undoubted tne duty of the Italian Goy- 
ernment to clear up the mystery in which his 
disappearance has been shrouded.

A Reigning Family with a Seamy Side to It.

It was the style of piece that pays to 
the manager, having no elaborate see 
tings; and also the style of play al- 
ways popular with that large section of society 
that likes to dine at leisure and give a couple 
of hours’ flip to digestion later on. Crowds 
fiocked nightly to see the brilliant little comedy, 
and the Bond etreet theatrical agents booked 
places at the Star weeks before, The plot was 
of the simplest construction, and hinged on the 
difficulties of a rash young couple who bad en- 
tered on housekeeping on a fat without any 
adequate means. At the iofty altitude ofa 
sixth story, without a lift, it Was impossible to 
escape duns or visitors througb any back door. 

re was a flavor of reality about the inci- 
dents that occurred which tickled the fancy of 
theatre-goers and made it a signal success, 
The embarrassments of Mr. Simon Buttercup 
aud Mrs. Daisy Buttercup were matters of ab- 
sorbing interest and amusement, The present- 
ment of a stern and tyrannical pareat was also 
touched with the band of truth, and the out- 
ting sarcasms leveled at» paternal ambiuons 
were bailed with applause. The author of the 
comedy was spoken of asa comimg power. 
Who was be? Hitherto the manager had main- 
tained bis incognito. Naturally; when the new 
thing at the Star was talked of at every dinner- 
to ble, itsoon came to Mr. MeKilligin’s ears 
that it was worth seeing. lle booked two 
Stalls three weeks in advande, and in due 
course of time appeared at the theatre with | 
his meek wife. This lady, who was tender- 
hearted, wept furtively in the love-scenes be- 
tween the young couple, but Mr MeKilligia 
only writmed uneasiiy at the just ironies aimed 
at the mercer i:y moods and inclinations of 
parents. He recognized a strange similarity 
of circumstances between the performance 
and bis own experiences. His own sentiments, 
almost his own words, were faithfully re- 
echoed from the stage. His counsels to his 
daughter sounded from other lips a very ma- 
terialistic doctrine. 

By and by, between the acts, Mr. McKilligin 
bean to look about the theatre, To his sur- 
prise Margery and her husband were located in 
the stage box, There was something very un- 
comfortabie about it all. Margery’s saucy eyes 
were fixed upon bim,and she was smiling in 
ber most radiant mood. He leveled his giass 
at the next box as though be bad not seen her. 
Presently the play was resumed, and came to a 
nappy termination with a benignant and re- 
peutant father giving advice w hie younger 
cgildren to follow the dictates of their hearts. 
Ohe by One the actors were recalled, a storm 
of applause following. Finally some one 
set up a shout for “author,” a shout 
that bad on other occasions been in 
vain. There was a rustiing in the 
stage-box, and Margery and her husband dis- 
appeared. The manager came forward, an- 
nounced that the joint auth were in te 
house, and would be happy to acknowledge the 
warm reception their play had received. In a 
moment the curtain was pulled back and Mr. 
MoKilligin perceived bis son-in-law. Russell 
Dawe did not appear alone, but led by the hand 
the baif-reluctant Margery, who blusbed and 
smiled in the most bewitching way. Such a 
partnersbip of wits was a novelty, and deafen- 
ing cheers resounded as Margery curtsied 
repeatediy. Mr. McKilligan turacd very pale, 
and uader cover of the applause commanded 
Lis wife’s instant departure. He could sever 
now enjoy the exquisit satisfaction of piaying 
the benignant father and paying bis son-in- 
law's debts. 

Mr. Russell Dawe continues to write plays 
conjointly with his wife, and derives no small 
advautage from them. Mesers. Sweet & Saw- 
der were duly paid in full, but did not receive 
Mr. Dawe's patronage for the fitting-up of bis 
beautiful new residence in tae Addison road. 
To please her husband, Margery ravishes the 
pudlio eye in charming eccentric garments, but 
for some reasou of her own is never witty or 
brilliant in general society. It is the common 
opinion of her acquaintance that Mrs. Russell 
Dawe's pretty bead bas not much inside it. 
The world whispers that she bax a very small 
share iu the production of the popular plays. 
Of couse ber worsbiping husbami—for Russell 
is known to be still a devoted iover—endeavors 
his utmost to reflect the aurevie of bis tal- 
ent upon her. But it will not do, and you can- 
not deceive us! 

Mrs. Margery smiles and is well pleased when 
such remarks are reported to her ears, or 
critics insinuate disparagement of her preten- 
sions to authorship. But Russell is much more 
bumble regardmg his own powers in these 
days. He knows that it sometimes Step 
that a little dust biinds a great majority. lam 
of opinion that, if the truth were known, his 
only share of work is the transcribing of Mra. 
Margery’s untidy copy.—Whitchall Review.
